Fifteen minutes after the plane 
left Belrut at 1 pm. the spokes- 
man sald, the woman removed her 
wig, put it on her lap and took 
8 hand-grenade which was hidden 
doside the faise hair. She was im- 
medjately overpowered and arrested 
‘by the guards aboard the plane, the 
spokesman added. 

The woman confessed she was 
planning to hijack the plane to 
Baghdad and blow it up there after 
evacuating the passengers, the 
spokesman said. 

Amman Radio said the woman 
admitted during interrogation that 
she worked for the Fatah. 

Tt was the third attempt to hijack 
a Jordanian airliner in less than 30 
days. 

On September 7, a Fatah mem- 
ber hijacked a Jordanian plane, also 
on a fight from Beirut to Amman, 
to Benghazi, Libya. The plane was 
later released by Libyan authorities. 

Nine days later, another Fatah 
terrorist attempted to force the 
captain of a Jordanian airliner to 
change course to Baghdad but was 
overpowered by armed guards 
eboard the plane and arrested, 

Jordanian planes have been flying 
between Amman and Beirut via 
Egyptian air space since Syria last 
August closed its own air corridor 
to Jordanian planes. 


Sadat named 
chairman of 
Federation 


Sees lea Sami Ala Teme 

President Anwar Sadat last nighi 
was elected chairman of the “Fetie- 
ration of Arab Republics“ of Egypt, 
Syria and Libya, Calro Radio said. 
The presidents of the three countries 
earlier took a constitutional sath 
that formally brought the Federa- 
tion Into belng. 

Presidents Sadat and Hafez al- 
Assad of Syria, and Libya's 
Mu‘ammer al-Gaddafi, whose official 
title is Premier —- were sworn in 
as the Council of Presidents of the 
Federation of Arab Pepublics in a 
four-minute ceremony in Calro. The 
Federation's legislative and judicial 
bodies have not been formed yet. 
and Cairo Radio did not indicaic 
who administered the uath of office. 

Assad and Gaddafi arrived almost 
simultaneously at Cairo Airport yes- 
terday morning, where they were 
Breeted by Sadat. The trio tmme- 
Gately plunged into a series of dis- 
CGussions on their union. 

Yesterday was Gaddafl's first 
Public appearance since he was re- 
ported September 19 to have escap- 
ed an assassination attempt. (See 
story on page 2.) mad 

According to the semi-offictal Cairo 
newspaper “Al-Ahram” the three 
leaders were due to concentrate on 
the political and the military de- 
velopments in the Arab region and 
the potentials of the situation in the 
area. A military committee com- 
prising the chiefs of staff of the three 
states met In Cairo on Sunday to 
Prepare a report on the military 
Situation for the summit meetings. 

Simultaneously, Fatah chieftain 
Yasser Arafat arrived in Cairo to 
report to the three leaders on -the 
stuation of the terrorist crisis with 
Jordan. 

A subsequent report ia scheduled 
to be submitted by Sadat's personal 
representative, Dr. Hassan Sabri al- 
Khouly, who had been mediating In 
the Jordanian-terrorist conflict along 
with the Saudl Minister of State 
for Foreign Affairs, Omar Sakkaf. 

Meanwhile, the Jordanian authori- 
Hes yesterday hanged three ter- 
rorists who were described as mem- 
bers of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. The three 
were said to have been found gullty 
by a military court of murdering 
five citizens last year.

NEW YORK. — Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban said Sunday that the 
Soviet Union was “tormented by the 
absence of contact” with Israel 

That, he sald, was the reason 
Soviet diplomats have been talking 
to Iaraeli diplomats in at least 20 
countries arbund the world. Mr. 
Hban made the comment while 
being interviewed by television news- 
men. . 

But, said Mr. Eban, “they haven’t 
had the courage of their convic- 
tions" and consequently these con- 
tacts at diplomatic cocktail parties 
don't amount to a serious resump- 
tion of dialogue. ᾿ 

Speaking on a television inter- 
view programme, Mr. Eban sug- 


gested that if there were an interim 
settlement on the Suez Canal, then 
a Middle East peace would follow. 
“Just as "deadlock 15 contagious, ag- 
reement 15 also infectious,” he said.

Mr. Eban said the U.S. had wiacly 
accepted the principle of balance of 
power in the Middle East. In the

“In our view the effective carry- 
ing out df the policy of a balance 
of power is only possible if the 
Phantom deliveries are resumed,” 
he said. 

Asked whether he thought Egypt- - 
ian President Anwar Sadat would 
get more weapons during his visit 
to Moscow, Mr. Eban said he believed 
Sadat would not come back 
emptyhended. He warned that every 
such visit had led to a new escala- 
tion of the arms race and an im- 
balance of arms. 

Mr. Eban said he thought there 
was a chance of a Middle East 
cease-fire being maintained provid- 
ing the balance of arms was main- 
tained and violent international 
thetoric was avoided. 

He reiterated hia proposai, made 
formaily at the United Nations last 
Yhursday, that he and Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Mahmoud Riad 
should have direct talks. 

“Never in all history have states 
made peace by this form of remote 
contro) or separation,” he said. ‘T 
think a change in the negotiating 
procedure is the key.” 

He said his U.N. proposal was 
“not formally rejected” and he was 
awaiting an offictal reply from Riad 
“sometime during the week.”

Rogers hopeful for 
M.-E. breakthrough 


UNITED NATIONS. — Secretary 


of State William Rogers said yes- 


terday that six basic points advanced by the U.S. to Israel and Egypt 
could become the basis for a breakthrough on an interim Middle East 


accord. 


Outlining the current status of U.S. efforts to bring about a partial 


accord involving ἃ partial Israeli withdrawal and re-opening of the 
Suez Canal, Mr. Rogers told the U.N. General Assembly: “The oppor- 
tunities for success and the risks of failure remain in precarious bal- 


ance.” He said that it was time for another major step toward peace: 


an interim Suez Canal agreement.

Rogers warns at U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS 
Secretary of State Wiliam Rogers 
warned yesterday that kicking Tal- 
wan out of the U.N. would open 2 
perilous path to similar action 
against other members. 

Delivering the U.S. policy speech 
to the U.N. General Assembly, Mr. 
Rogers used his toughest language 
to date to back Washington's plan 
for admitting Peking to the U.N. 
while retaining Nationalist China's 
membership. 

He described the Albanian resolu- 
tion to seat the Chinese People's 
Republic and expel Taiwan as 
punitive, and said: “The path to 
expulsion is perilous. To open it for 
one would be to open it for many.” 

Mr. Rogers sald the U.S. plan 
reflected the current reality and 
would provide representation for all 
the Chinese people. It would be 
unrealistic to expel Taiwan, he 
said, noting that its population of 
lam, exceeds that of two-thirds of 
the 130 U.N. members. 

In other points, Mr. Rogers noted 
encouraging progress in the Stra- 
tegic Arms Limitation Talks (Salt) 
with the Soviet Union, warned that 
completion of ἃ Berlin accord was 
essential to further relaxation of 
tensions in Europe, and urged re- 
straint between India and Pakistan.

Meanwhile, political circles in Je- 
rusalem have described the Egyp- 
tian rejection of Mr. Eban’s General 
Assembly peace plan as clear 
proof that Cairo was only interested 
in big-power dictation of terms for 
a Middle East settlement, and not 
in any meaningful dialogue leading 
to a peace ent. This was in- 
dicated in Bgypt’s insistence that 
Israel must accept the maximum 
terms laid down by Cairo before 
talk could turn on a peace settle- 
ment.

Barzel wins 
Bonn party’s 
top post 


SSAARBRUECKEN, Germany (AP). 
Rainer Barzel yesterday was 
elected leader of West Germany's 
opposition Christian Democratic 
Party. 

The party's 47-year-old parliia- 
mentary floor leader replaced 
former Chancellor Kurt-Georg Kie- 
singer, 67. Barzel's election prac- 
tically assured him of the party's 
candidacy to oppose ‘Chancellor 
Willy Brandt in the 1973 federal 
elections, 

Barzel received 344 of the 518 
valid votes cast by the 521 de- 
legates. One vote was invalid and 
there were two abstentions. 

The remainder went to his only 
opponent, Helmut Kohl, 41, the 
Minister President (Governor) of 
the State of Rhineland Palatinate. 

Barzel] had declared that if he 
becomes party chairman, he would 
also seek the chancellor candidacy. 
Kohl favoured splitting the two 
posts.

Reviewing the six points substan- 
tially disclosed previously by Egyp- 
tlan President Anwar Sadat and 
U.S. officials, Mr. Rogers said:

He appeared to 
urge Egypt not to be too con- 
cerned about how far Israeli 
troops pulled back, saying: “In 
the long ron, the most signi- 
ficant aspect of an interim ag- 
reement might prove to be that 
it established the principle of 
withdrawal looking to an overall 
settlement as a fact rather than 
as ἃ theory.” 
@ Adequate supervisory ma- 
chinery must be provided for 
prompt detection of any imfrac- 
tions of the interim accord. 
e Reopening of the Canal would 
require Egyptian personnel 
east of the waterway. Regarding 
past Israeli rejections of Egypt's 
demand for military forces across 
the Canal, Mr. Rogers said there 
were possibilities for compro- 
mise. . 
@ The question of Israeli ships 
using the Canal is privcipally 
one of timing. 
The Secretary of State gave the 
first public indicqtion that the U.8. 
saw possibilities for compromise on 
two specific points of difference be- 
tween Egypt and Israel: the nature 
of the Egyptian presence east of 
Suez and Israeli use of the Canal. 
On the latter, Sadat has previously 
insisted that Israel must withdraw 
completely from Egyptian territory 
before her ships could use the 
waterway. 

Mr. Rogers said that the U.S.

was imperative because there was 
no more realistic and ho; al- 
ternative to pursue.

SAIGON. — President Nguyen Van 
Thieu yesterday praised the poll- 
tical consciousness of South Viet~ 
mamese voters who Sunday gave 
him 915 per cent support for a 
second four-year term of office. 

‘But opposition groups denounced 
the poll, in which the President was 
the only candidate, as a fraud and 
illegal. 

The office of Vice-President Ngu- 
yen Cao Ky, the President's bitter 
political enemy who withdrew from 
the contest over a month ago, 
charged that the government had 


‘rigged the results, and ἃ pro-Ky 


group urged the Supreme Court to 
invalidate the election. 

According to official results yes- 
terday morning, only 6&5 per cent 
of the voters chose to oppose the 
President by spoiling thelr ballot 
slips. 

Of the turn-out of 87.7 per cent 
of the 7m. or so electorate, 
5,776,074 people cast valld votes, 
thus favouring Thieu, while 353,148 
invalidated their voting slips in 
some way, such as ripping or mark- 
ing them, to show thetr opposition 
to him. 

The 48-year-old President is ex- 
pected to announce by tomorrow 
whether he will accept the vote. 
but there is no doubt here that he 
will. 

The Vietnamese Forces against 
Dictatorship, a newly formed group 
which backs Ky, said yesterday it 
had sent a cable to the US.

BEIRUT (UPI). — The U.S. Am- 
bassador to Libya encouraged and 
then exposed a group of Army of-.

LOD ATRPORT. — Long tines be- 
gan pilling up at the customs in- 
spection counters here Sunday as 
inspectors decided to check every 
plece of luggage brought by in- 
coming travellers.

Soviet Union 
LOD ATRPORT. — A large group 
of Soviet immigrants — mainly 
from Georgia — arrived by special 
flight from Vienna on Sunday mor- 
ning. . 

As opposed to previous occasions, 
Absorption Ministry officials had 
little trouble getting the newcomers 
to accept the apartments which 
had been set aside for them 
mainly in the Haifa and Beersheba 
districts, Before moving into their 
flats, however, most of the immi- 
grants spent the Succot holidays 
with relatives and friends.

“Itim" learned that the customs 
head here, Mr, Yosef Ostroff, had 
tried in vain to intervene on behalf 
of the customs men, to convince 
officiais of the Treasury and Civil 
Service Commission they should not 
pay the workers only partial pay 
cheques.

The fishermen appealed to the 
Navy to free the stranded vessel 
after civilian contractors demanded 
a sum in excess of what the traw- 
ler was insured for.

WEINSTEIN CASE THICKENS

‘The case of U.S. tourist Myron 
Weinstein, who is being held in Is- 
vael by virtue of a rabbinical res- 
training order, branched out ‘over 
the week-end when the U.S. Em- 
bassy in Tel Aviv asked the Minis~ 
tries of Justice and Foreign Af- 
fairs to find out the reasons for of- 
ficial. delays in the matter. The Em- 
bassy also notified U.S. Senator 
Charles Buckley of New York, who 
could conceivably put pressure on 

the Israel Embassy in Was! 
an American Embassy official told 


‘The Post last night. 


Mr. Weinstein has twice been re- 
fused permission to leave the coun- 
try on the basis of a rabbinical 
court order issued at the request of 
his wife, Ashira, who is suing for 
divorce and alimony, The religious 
courts took up the case after a civil 
court had ruled it had no jurisdic- 
tion over a foreign citizen and non- 
resident. But the religious court 
scheduled its hearing of the case for 
December. 

In the meantime, Mr. Weinstein, 
32 — who has tourist status — can- 
not work and has lost his $22,000- 
a-year Federal job in N.Y. because 
he failed to show up for work, (He 
is a psychologist and special con- 
-sultant; to the N.Y. school system.) 
Mr. Weinstein said last night he was 
robbed on Friday and now has no 


money at ali. He has been sleeping’ 


on the beach. 


Mr. Wat Cluverius, second sec- 
retary at the U.S. Embassy, toid 
The Post that the Embassy took 
an interest in the case since it is 
the responsibility of the Embassy 
to make sure an American citizen 
in a situation such as this one is 
getting “equality before the law.” 

That due process is being ac- 
corded is not in doubt, he said; but 
the result of the legal procedure is 
that Mr. Weinstein is deprived of a 
Uvelihood and of the right fo come 
and go — which would not be the 
case if Mr. Weinstein were an Is- 
raeli citizen in the same circum- 
stances. 


REPLY TODAY 

Mr, Weinstein's lawyer obtained 
a High Court order nisi against 
the rabbinical court last month. The 
respondent is to reply today, and 
Justice Ministry sources have indi- 
cated that the High Court would 
hear the reply soon because of the 
extenuating’ circumstances.’ 

The legalities of the case are ex- 
tremely complex. There are two 
chiims by Mrs, Weinstein in the 
rabbinical court: one for divorce and 
the other for alimony. There is also 
a complaint for child support in the 
Tel Aviv District Court; but no re- 
straining order is attached to this 
file, and Weinstein says he has 
been paying child support beyond 
what his wife is demanding: he has 
U.S. bank documents to prove it.

Cooperative Societies 
Bill to Knesset

A Cooperative Socleties Bill, first 
tabled in the Knesset in 1965, and 
which aroused controversy over pro- 
visions affecting Moshav and kib- 
butz settlements, was finally ap- 
proved by the Cabinet on Sunday. 
It passed the bill for sending to the 
Kuesset after rejecting a two-point 
appeal by Mr. Moshe Kol, Indepen- 
dent Liberal Party Minister. 

The Bill defines the rights and 
obligations of member's of registered 
cooperative societies, including the 
collective and cooperative ettle- 
ments, and replaces a less-detalled 
1933 British Mandatory law. The 
Bill as approved incorporates a 
number of amendments agreed to 
in the Ministerial Legislation Com- 
mittee last August.
